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The Terminal Rallway Co. wants to get 
from the Merchants’ Bridge to the western 
city limits, presumably to connect with its 
projected belt une, for which it already 
has franchises, both from the city and St. 
Louis County. The bill introduced in the 
House of Delegates on Tuesday night, if it 
passes, will give it the desired connection 
That bill does not provide for any consider- 
ation whatever to be paid by the Terminal 
company for the franchise. Not only 
should a consideration be exacted for this 
particular right of way, but the opportunity 
is presented to make the company pay for 
past delinquenctes. 

The Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Co. has, 
perhaps, obtained more franchises from the 
city for nothing than any corporation with- 
in or entering the city. Up to date it has 
not paid a cent into the city treasury for all 
the valuable franchises granted it. In look- 
ing over the steam railroad franchises, the 
eye is greeted with an ordinance authoriz- 
ing the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Ter- 
minal Railway Co. to construct, maintain 
and operate additional branch tracks, spurs, 
switches, etc.,“ until it becomes monoton- 
ous and one wonders whether any room 
is left for any grants to any other com- 
pany. And only one of all these ordinances 
provides for the payment of any considera- 
tion whatever. That is the original ordi- 
nance 14,078, approved July 9, 1887, providing 
for the payment of $5,000 into the City Treas- 
ury on Jan. 1, 18904 and every year there- 
after, and this has not been complied with. 

THE COMPTROLLER'S PLAINT. 

After looking over the various ordinances 
relating to this company, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter visited the Comptroller’s office to 
ascertain how much money the company 
had paid into the City Treasury.

But as to the $5,000 annual payment, 
Mr. Rainwater called attention to Section 6 
of Ordinance 16,185, approved April 6, 1891, 
which, if complied with, would absolve the 
company from the conditions imposed by the 
previous ordinance. Ordinance 16,135, pro- 
vides for the erection of a passenger depot 
in the vicinity of Round Top Market, work 
on which was to be commenced within two 
years and be completed within five years 
from the approval of the ordinance, said 
depot to cost not less than $500,000. Mr. 
Rainwater stated that the company had 
bought property and begun work in accord- 
ance with this latter ordinance, and, while 
he admitted that failure to complete the de- 

t might render the company liable to the

OPINIONS UPON THE SITUATION.

FOR THE ALLIANCA AFFAIR, 


This Form of Reparation Has Been 
Made by the United States in 
More Than One Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—In the 
event of Spain's apologizing for the Allianca 
affair the question has arisen as to what 
tom the apology will take. In diplomatic 
usage an expression of regret is often ac- 


companied by an offer to salute the flag of 
the country to which an international dis- 
courtesy has. en ven. s was the 
course of the United States in saluting the 
French flag in 1855 and saluting the Brazil- 
ian flag in 

In the former case the French fi 
luted as a mark of logy for an indignity 
against the French Consul at San an- 
cisco. Mr. Marcy, the then Secretary of 
State, first offered to make the apology by 
saluting the French flag on a French man- 
of-war at San Francisco. Count de Sartiges, 
the French Minister at Washington, asked 
in addition that when the Consular flag at 
San Francisco was rehoisted it should re- 
ceive a salute. This was declined by Mr. 
Marcy. France was not satisfied, but after 
some months the French Governmént 
agreed to accept as sufficient satisfaction 
an expression of regret by the Government 
of the United States, coupled with the pro- 
vision that when a French national ship 
or squadron shall appear in the harbor of 
San Francisco the usual authorities th 
military or naval, will salute the national 
flag borne by such ship or squadron with 
a national salute and the French ship or 
squadron whose is thus saluted will re- 
turn the salute gun for gun.“ The salute to 
the flag was thus given and with such 
apology the incident closed. 

In 1866 the United States sent a man-of- 
war to Brazil for the express purpose of 
offering an apology by firing a salute to the 
Brazilian flag. The United States had seized 
the Confederate ship Florida at Bahia, 
Brazil, thus violating the neutrality laws, 
Mr. Seward, then Secretary of State, an- 
nounced a purpose to make full apology, in- 
cluding the dismissal of the United States 
Consul at Bahia, when advised of the at- 
tack, to court-martial the United- States 
naval commander who committed the of- 
fense, and to salute the Brazilian flag. The 
last feature of the apology was executed 
with much cerémony on the very spot where 
Brazilian neutrality had been invaded. 

In the Virginus case the United States de- 
manded a salute of our flag as a part of th@ 
apology from bs geormg but the salute was af- 
terward walv on its appearing that the 
papers of the Virginus were based on a 
false affidavit. 

The official salute of the United States to 
foreigners is made up of as many shots as 
there are States in the Union. The salute to 
the President in his fleet is a fixed number 
of twenty-one guns. Should Spain salute our 
flag it would probably be by firing twenty- 
one guns. ' °

Guba’s Captain-General Says Everything 
Ie Quiet.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 16.—The 
Japanese legation has received a cable mes- 
Sage confirming the press dispatches of the 
departure of Li-Hung-Chang from Tien 
Tsin for Japan to arrange terms of ace. 
The peace negotiations will be conducted at 
Simonoseki instead of Hiroshima as ori 
mally announced. 

The change has been made to accom- 
modate Li-Hung-Chang, who is on a Chi- 
nese vessel, and if the negotiations were 
held at Hiroshima would be compelled to 
transfer to a Japanese ship. Simonoseki is 
on the extreme southwestern coast of Ja- 
pan, and it was here that in the early 60s 
the foreign powers forced Japan to assent 
to the indemnities demand of the em- 
pire. It is stated at the legation that as- 
} Sertions that the peace negotiations have 
been arranged already and that the whole 
affair is cut and dried is erroneous, and 
that all statements as to the details of 
the terms of peace are guesses, none of the 
details, it is said, having been settled; and 
will not be until the negotiations are in 
progress. 

Japan has been informed that Li-Hung- 
Chang has full powers to.arrange terms of 
peace and has been assured China desires 
that the war be stopped by treaty agree- 
ment. The details as to the price China 
shall pay have not been definitely arran .

FRANCHISES AT PUBLIC AUCTION. 


The people of the cities of Missouri are 
‘> be congratulated upon the good work 
in their behalf accomplished by the State 
Legislature in the adoption of the Julian 
bill for the taxation of franchises. 

The Post-Dispatch earnestly advocated 
this measure and hails its passage with 
peculiar pleasure as the first fruit of a 
vigorous and persistent campaign for 
honesty and justice in the disposal of 
municipal franchises. 

The bill requires municipal authorities 
to sell all franchises to the highest re- 
sponsible bidder who offers the largest 
per cent of the annual gross receipts, but 
provides that no franchise shall be sold 
for less than 2 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts for the first five years and an in- 
crease thereafter corresponding to the 
increase in the value of the franchise. 

Thus the people of every city and town 
in the State will be assured not less than 
2 per cent of the product of every fran- 
chise disposed of by their representa- 
tives. How much more they will get of 
their just dues in the increasing value of 
franchises will depend upon the honesty 
and efficiency of their officials in guard- 
ing against bad bargains and deals and 
combinations on the part of franchise 
seekers to cheat the municipalities. 

The moral effect of the placing of this 
law on the statute book cannot fail to be 
tremendous. It revolutionizes the meth- 
ods of franchise disposal and directs 
public attention to the sound principles 
which should govern the granting of 


all valuable public privileges.

MAKE THE HOUSE RESPONSIBLE. 


If the telegraphic synopsis of the sub- 
stitute election bill drafted by the Bilec- 
tions Committee of the State Senate is 
correct, it is an excellent measure and 
should receive the prompt approval of 
the Senate. 

As outlined in the report, the bill em? 
braces all the essentials of a satisfactory 
election law such as has been advocated 
by the Post-Dispatch and by the friends 
of genuine election reform in this city 
and Kansas City. It has been approved 
by Mr. Kent, who represents the St. 
Louis Committee of Public Safety. It 
throws needed safeguards around the 
authority of the Recorder of Voters 
without compelling the Circuit Judges to 
appoint election officials and thus become 
involved in machine politics. It requires 
the judges only to act in their judicial 
capacity in passing upon the fitness of 
the Recorder's appointees. The bill will 
enable the people to reduce election 
frauds to a minimum. |

Oalifornia’s Apricot Orop Suffers From 
the Cold Spell. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., March 16.—Re- 
ports from Vacaville, W land, Elmira, 
Susan, San Jose, Fresno and Davisville state 
that frost has practically ruined the apricot 


crop in all of the Northern and Central Cali- 
fornia localities named. Almonds, prunes, 
grapes and hes have also been injured, 
but the deciduous fruits have suffered most. 
In the neighborhood of Vacaville, the loss 
is estimated at a quarter-million dollars, and 
abowt.San Jose the value of the fruit de- 
stroyed is about $100,000. 

Many orchardists say that their revenue 
this year will be nothing, and they have dis- 
charged their employes.

Obutinstors und Inspectors Are Very

There is one visible result of the com- 
plaint of the poor street cleaners against 
the systematic diversion of over one-third 
ot their wages by the street sweeping con- 
tractors. The force of about twelve men 
employed in sweeping around the Union 
Station has been dismissed. The work is 
now done by machines. This act of re- 
venge substantiates the statement of the 
street cleaners that only fear prevented 
them from making public thelr wrongs 
long ago. According to Tom McClure, fore- 
‘man of the Mueller Street Sweeping Com- 
pany, it costs only about $3 a day to clean 
the streets around the station with ma- 
chines, while $19.80 a day was allowed for 
manual labor. This waste became visible 
at headquarters only after the unfortunate, 
crushed street cleaners rebelled and made 


public their wrongs. 
“The men are themselves to blame for 


the reduction of wages,“ said McClure. 
“They bid against one another. The 81 
a day men displaced men that were getting 


$1.25, and the $1.25 men crowded out $1.50 
fellows. There are men running after me 


ring to be given work at 
. I don’t want to see Ww 
fall, but what is a man to do? Mr. Mueller 
wants to make all he can, and the men 
him to take them on at a reducticn.

M’CLURE’S INTE TS. 

A man connected with the Street Clean- 
ing Department, and whose name and ad- 
dress are known to the Post-Dispatch, ex- 
plained why McClure might be unwilling 
to see the wage reduction. 

“Last July, said this informant, “two 
or three Italian laborers presented to Theo- 
dore Gast, Superintendent of Street Sweep- 
ing under Capt. Macklind, affidavits charg- 
ing Tom McClure with making them pa 
25 cents a day for $1.25 positions in Muel- 
ler’s employment. Wages had been reduced 
to $1.25 in 1893. Gast took the affidavits, 

when the time for action came he 
weakened. I suppose both he and Mueller 
were afraid to dismiss McClure. McClure 
held his job, but wa were reduced to $1. 
In other words, Mueller began to take the 
rake-off instead of McClure. 

“There is no question that there has been 
a divide all around between the contractors 
and the inspectors. Machines are ordered 
out on wet nights when no inspector living 
could tell in ten minutes whether the streets 
had been swept or not, and when the only 
effect possible is to plaster the mud down 
in the crevices between the stones. The 
long-suffering public will make little noise 
if the streets do not become im le. It 
is easy for the foreman to order his men 
to skip every second square or street when 
the inspector is safely on the contractor’s 
side. I calculate that at least $1,000 a 
month goes into the pockets of the contrac- 
tor for work that is not done. And you 
cannot make me believe the inspectors are 
accommodating for nothing. 

„Did you ever hear that Gast has his 
horse shod and his buggy repaired 8 Muel- 
ler’s shop at Nineteenth and hestnut 
streets? Ask him about it. People that 
know seam to be laboring under the im- 
pression that there is corruption in the 
administration. But, like ex-Superinteng- 
ent of Street Sprinklin Al Wagenmann 
most of them are unwilling to talk until 
after they are out. It is even said that 
men of honest intentions are forced to ac- 
cept gratuities whether they will or. not. 
The story is told that a certain newly ap- 
pointed inspector in one of the city depart- 
ments was approached by a contractor, who 
remarked that he was desirous of being on 
good terms with the inspector and of avoid- 
a misunderstandings. The tender of 
$25 was made, the story runs, to estab- 
lish this gees understanding. The inspector 
said no, he had always been an honest man 
and wanted to remain one. A few days 
later the man’s superior called him aside 
and explained that in Rome wise men do 
as Romans do. Otherwise, some one else 
would be found to do the inspection. The 
hint was taken. 

“Another source of profit for the contrac- 
tors is the inferior sweeping machines they 
are allowed to use. Of course they do not 
half clean the streets, and more frequent 
sweeping at so much a square is necessary. 
Besides, it costs money to buy and keep 
machines in good repair. 

“Mueller may deny all he will that he 
does not make his men pay for their tools. 
The books show that he does. Mueller pays 
night as well as day men $1 per diem. He 
took the contract when he had to pay at 
least $1.50. Even teamsters get only $1.27% 
a day, while machine drivers are paid by 
the month, about $40 or 350.“ 

GAST’S STATEMENT. 

Theodore Gast was found at a saloon in 
front of Mueller’s stable on Nineteenth and 
Chestnut streets. He was talking with 
Contractor Wade and a crowd of men un- 
known to the reporter. Wade followed 
Gast and the reporter out on the sidewalk 
to say that an afternoon paper had ex- 
pressed the whole situation in a nutshell 
when it stated that Mueller had never paid 
less than $4 a day for teams and drivers 
when his own did not suffice. ' 

Gast was asked about the rumor that he 
had his horse shod and his buggy repaired 
at Mueller’s stable. He said it was a 
but he did not dwell upon the subject.

against Tom McClure and said McClure im- 
mediately discharged -the Italians that 
signed the affidavits in order that the 
might prove their assertions.
